New Code due Tuesday; little impact seen

If all goes according to schedule, Pope John Paul II 
next Tuesday will issue the long-awaited revision of the 
Code of Canon Law for the world’s Roman Catholics. 
The new legislation will replace the current Codex Turis 
Canonici, which was promulgated by Pope Benedict XV in 
1917. 

The Jan. 25 date was chosen by the pontiff, said Jesuit 
Father Richard A. Hill, to coincide with the 24th 
anniversary of Pope John XXIII’s call, in 1959, for an 
ecumenical council and for an updated Code. 


. FATHER HILL, a past president of both the Jesuit 
School of Theology at Berkeley and the Canon Law 
Society of America, is co-director of the Seventh Annual 
Canon Law Institute, which has been meeting at the 
University of San Diego for the past two weeks. 


Commenting on the new Code, Father Hill told 
Southern Cross that no one but those closest to the pope 
has actually seen it in final form; he based _ his 
observations on the draft which has been in circulation 
since 1980. While Pope John Paul II, as the supreme 
legislative authority in the Church, has certainly had his 
own ‘‘decisive’’ input, as well as the option of amending 
anything the commission which prepared the draft 
presented to him, Father Hill expects no significant 
changes in the final draft. 


The basic thrust of the new Code is the freedom it 
allows local bishops and episcopal conferences to make 
adaptations ‘‘to the needs of a given culture,”’ said Father 
Hill. 

“THE 1917 CODE was basically a law. for a 
‘European’ — today we would say ‘North Atlantic’ — 
church. But the emergence of the young churches in 
Africa and the rest of the Third World, with their 
different cultures and needs, has very clearly impacted 
this revision.’’ 


For the most part, the average Catholic will notice very 
little in the way of change under the new Code since it

incorporates as a matter of Church law the pastoral 
decrees of the Second Vatican Council and subsequent 
enabling documents, said Father Hill. 

“‘The laity are given a much greater prominence, 
indeed, in the revised Code,”’’ he said. ‘‘The second book 
begins with all who are baptized, including the pope, 
bishops, priests and deacons. The first group it addresses 
are the non-ordained, and only then does it speak of the 
clergy, much in the manner of the Council.”’

Ten years and 15 million deaths later 


Legalization of abortion 
became the right to kill

This Saturday marks the 10th anniversary of the 
Supreme Court’s Jan. 22, 1973 ruling that abortion is 
legal in most circumstances throughout the nine months 
of pregnancy. 

Ten years and upwards of 15 million deaths later, a 
bitter, divisive controversy continues to pit pro-lifers 
against ‘‘pro-choice’’ advocates, people against 
politicians and state legislatures against the federal courts. 
And while the teaching of the Church has always been a 
firm witness to the fact that abortion is murder, some 
Catholics have advocated it and many others, while 
claiming to be ‘‘personally’’ against it, have argued that 
one religion has no right to impose its viewpoint on 
society as a whole. 


LOCALLY, THE anniversary will be marked by the 
traditional March for Life sponsored by the Right to Life 
Council of San Diego County. It will be held from noon 
to 1 p.m. at the downtown Community Concourse, 2nd 
and B Streets, with Joe Bauer of radio station KFMB the 
master of ceremonies. Speakers include attorney Burton 
Shamsky and Dr. Joseph Wood, a pathologist. 


In a letter to all priests of the diocese, Bishop Leo T. 
Maher asked that Jan. 23, the Third Sunday in Ordinary 
Time, be observed, through preaching, prayer and 
repentance, as a day celebrating the right to life for the 
unborn. 


““The right to life is replaced by the right to kill, and the 
very concept of inherent rights is replaced by the concept 
of privileges bestowed by the state upon those it considers 
worthy of recognition,’’ said the Bishop. 


CALLING THE -‘‘potential for destructiveness 
inherent’’ in abortion ‘‘almost unimaginable, for it 
reaches to the very roots of our legal system and turns its 
most basic principles upside down,’’ Bishop Maher said 
that when it comes to abortion ‘‘no one can remain 
politically neutral,’’ and that ‘‘we have an obligation to 
teach all people the moral evil of abortion.”’ 


In New York, Cardinal Terrence Cooke, chairman of 
the bishops’ Committee for Pro-Life Activities, called the 
Supreme Court’s abortion decision ‘‘a national tragedy ’’ 
which made it legally impossible for government at any 
level to fulfill one of its most fundamental duties — the 
protection of the most dependent and defenseless 
members of society, ‘‘the innocent unborn.”’

INVESTIGATION — Officials 
refused comment on reports that the 
Vatican is conducting its own 
investigation of allegations that a Vatican 
bank adviser, Herman J. Abs, was a Nazi 
collaborator. Abs, 81, was an executive 
officer of a major German bank during 
World War II. Late last year the Simon 
Wiesenthal Center of Yeshiva University 
in Los Angeles called for Abs’ 
resignation. The Rome Daily American, 
an English-language newspaper, quoted 
Vatican sources as saying that a three- 
member commission of the Vatican 
Secretariat of State was looking into the 
allegations.

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Charger power 
hits Sun. Masses

Football fever is evident even in 
church, local priests agreed, noting that 
many parishioners appear to schedule 
their Mass attendance around 
professional football games, especially 
when the Chargers are in the playoffs. 


Priests reported ‘‘overflow crowds’’ or 
at least noticeably increased attendance at 
Saturday evening Masses on Jan. 8, the 
night before the Charger-Steeler game, 
and Jan. 15, before the San Diego-Miami 
second-round NFL playoff.

CHARGER POPULARITY was 
recognized by Father Donal Sheahan, 
pastor of St. Martin of Tours, La Mesa.

ALCALA PARK — The Roman 
Catholic Diocese of San Diego 
underscored the quest for Christian Unity 
with the presentation last Thursday of its 
first Christian Unity Awards. 


Bishop Leo T. Maher presented the 
framed certificates to two Roman 
Catholics and two non-Catholics upon the 
recommendation of Fathers Richard F. 
Duncanson and Dennis Mikulanis, co- 
chairmen of the Diocesan Ecumenical 
Commission. The awards themselves 
were designed by Father Laurence 
McLaughlin, pastor of Queen of Angels 
Church, Alpine, and a former member of 
the commission. 


THE FIRST presentation was to 
Msgr. John R. Portman, pastor of Sacred 
Heart Church, Coronado, in recognition 
of his many ecumenical initiatives both 
locally and nationally. Other certificates 
went to Miss Marceline Whalen of St. 
Patrick parish, North Park; Rev. 
Kenneth Treat, pastor of St. Alban’s 
Episcopal Church, El: Cajon; and Rev. 
Jack Lindquist, pastor of First Lutheran 
Church, San Diego. 


The awards, to be presented each 
January during the Octave of Prayer for 
Christian Unity, will go to a Catholic 
clergyman, a Catholic lay person or 
Religious, and to a non-Catholic 
Christian, said Father Mikulanis.

A founding member of the San Diego 
County Ecumenical Conference, he was 
its first Roman Catholic President. He 
served on the official Anglican-Roman 
Catholic Dialogue nationally (1977-1981) 
and until 1981 was also a member of the 
local ARC dialogue group. 


Msgr. Portman was also a participant 
(1977) in Partners in Mission at the 
invitation of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, USA, and currently serves on 
the advisory board of the National 
Conference of Christians and Jews. 


‘““OVERALL, ONE thing is certain,”’ 
said Father Mikulanis. ‘‘Without him, 
ecumenism in San Diego would be 
nowhere near the successful stage it is at 
today.’’

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Unasked-for $ helping CCS, 
but reductions are coming

SAN DIEGO — Half-way through a 
tight fiscal year, a record-breaking 
amount of unsolicited donations came to 
Catholic Community Services in 
December, the agency’s director said. 
The $16,000 windfall to CCS nearly 
eclipsed the amount given to the charity 
in the entire previous fiscal year. 


In the 81-82 fiscal year $17,000 was 
donated to CCS, Father Douglas Regin 
said. With the $16,000 figure for 
December alone, ‘‘we’re looking at 
$23,000’? in donations from July 
1982-January 1983, he said. 


SOME OF the givers told CCS that in 
lieu of an extravagant Christmas they 
were opting to donate. CCS also recently 
was gifted with an IBM System 32 
computer from Thomas Leitch who was 
closing out a business, an NBI word 
processor from Cher Brewer who had 
updated her processing system, and a 
station wagon from the Jim Stiven family. 


Another $5,000 recently granted to 
CCS from Country Friends, a fund- 
raising group from Rancho Santa Fe, will 
be used to promote day care services in 
the central and mid-city San Diego area 
“‘by providing individuals with a loan to 
get a day care service started,’’ Father 
Regin explained. 


CCS may start its own adoption 
agency. A majority of the pregnant 
women referred by CCS to other agencies 
end with the mothers opting to keep, 
rather than give, their newborns up for 
adoption. CCS’s hope is that the mothers 
will feel more comfortable and confident 
about giving their children up for 
adoption if they only have to deal with 
one agency. 


A PILOT program for those married 
18 months to four years will be started by 


Catholic Community Services at Holy 
Trinity Church, El Cajon. Six classes will 
be held on weeknights for six consecutive 
weeks. ae 


“‘One thing we know from research is 
that the first couple of years, married 
couples are the most receptive to 
education’’ and the first three years are 
also a peak period for divorce rates, said - 
Father Regin. It will reach ‘‘people who. 
don’t want to go on a _ marriage. 
encounter,’’ he hopes. 


New programs will be rarer and rarer, * 
Father Regin said, with a budget that 
“‘has been stagnant for the past two 
years.”’ Their $850,000 budget for 
1983-84, which matches last year’s 
income, will require cutbacks in all 
programs. 


‘“‘WE’VE SERVED notice for 
reductions in all programs,’’ the CCS 
director said, citing inflation as one 
reason. Budget hearings start in February 
with official decisions made in April, but 
Father Regin’s preliminary opinions are 
that no programs will be eliminated and 
all will be cut, except for the Department 
of Aging. That program was cut to ‘‘bare 
bones’’ this fiscal year. 


Despite the sparse budget for the 
elderly, one new program began this 
year. The spiritual days of recollection for 
the elderly that are run by Sister of St. 
Joseph of Carondelet Leone Laporte have 
been ‘“‘slowly developing,’’ Father Regin 
said. 


Catholic Community Services in the 
Imperial Valley now sells religious books 
and items in its office at 419 S. Fourth 
St., El Centro.

Do you pray? 


Looking out on the assembled gatherings at the recent 
Christmas masses, the priest saw many old friends he had 
not seen for some months. 


Some had come back to the community of their birth to 
visit their families. But some had never left the community 
and felt an obligation to join that community at Christmas 
Mass — and will return for Easter Mass. 


The experience may have added to their conviction that 
twice a year is enough. The church was overcrowded, too 
warm, small children were kept up past their bedtime for 
Mass on Christmas Eve and became a distraction to even 
paying attention to what was happening way up there in 
the front of the church. 


The hour dragged on slowly. Even the sermon was 
difficult to follow with all of the din. The Mass was finally 
over. 


It is not only the experience of the twice-a-year 
Christians. Each weekend, the priest can look out at the 
congregation and see the blank stares of those who are 
there — but not there. 


They are regulars who will tell you that Mass is boring 
— and it is boring because they have not learned to pray, 
except perhaps in a crisis. 


Bored Mass-goers cannot have realized that they are 
present for praise and thanksgiving, petition and asking 
forgiveness directly addressing the Father. Jesus Christ is 
spoken of only in the third person throughout the Mass 
with the exception of the penitential rite and communion, 
when we directly ask Him for peace, mercy and healing. 


Most of us do much more praying in private than we do 
in common. I believe that prayer together in common is 
not likely to be prayer at all, unless we have learned how to 

- pray in private, and also how to love those with whom we 
pray in common. If we pray in common, but don’t talk to 
one another, do-we really pray? 

Prayer can be a set form already composed or 
spontaneous prayer. Whatever form, Christ taught that 
prayer should have the elements of praise, thanksgiving, 
petition and mercy. 

Most important, He told us — again and again — that 
we must pray. To be a Christian means to be a person of 
prayer. 

Prayer can be risky. We cannot expect to do all the 
asking and God all the giving. Neither should prayer be 
undertaken lightly. 

How far are we willing to go to have our prayers 
answered? Recall that in the Our Father we strike a 
bargain — asking God to forgive our faults to the same 
degree we forgive others’ faults. 

We could come up short. 


That realization can cause many of us to keep a safe 
distance between ourselves and God. It is easier to expect 
our faults to be forgiven than to forgive others their faults. 

If we are open to God’s will in our lives, we can work 
through the frustrations of the life we have chosen for 
ourselves. 

If there is no prayer in our life, God is not in our life. We 
are alone. 

So if someone indicates to you that they find liturgical 
celebration boring, the only questions left to you are, ‘‘Do 
you know how to pray?’’ ‘‘Do you pray?”’

‘Precious weeks’ 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Lent is a time not just for personal 
renewal but also for charitable acts benefiting one’s neighbor, 
Pope John Paul II said in a 1983 Lenten message. 


““Lent is really an earnest appeal from the Lord to undertake 
inner renewal, both personal and community,’’ said the pope in 
his message, released in Washington Jan. 7 by the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops. 


The pope said personal renewal includes ‘‘renewal in prayer 
and a return to the sacraments,’’ while community renewal 
includes ‘‘the personal and collective sacrificing of time, money 
and resources of all sorts so as to meet the needs and the distress 
of our brothers and sisters throughout the world.’’ 


Lent begins on Ash Wednesday, which this year is Feb. 16. 


The pope said Lent consists of ‘‘precious weeks’’ aimed at 
helping Christians ‘‘to reflect upon their profound identity as 
children of the heavenly Father and as brothers and sisters of all 
human beings.”’ 


Lent, the pope added, ‘‘is also meant to help (Christians) find 

a renewed enthusiasm for sharing in a practical and generous 

-way, for God himself has called us to base our lives upon 
charity.”’ 


Neighbors, he also said, are not just the people next door but 
also include ‘‘all those who are geographically very far away, or 
who are exiled from their own country, or who are without work, 
food and clothes, and often without freedom.”’ 


Pope John Paul said Lent in 1983 ‘‘will be a special grace, for 
it will coincide with the opening of the Holy Year of 
Redemption.”’ 


The Holy Year, he said, can ‘‘deeply stimulate the lives of 
Christians’’ to become children of God and ‘‘true brothers and 
sisters of all.’’

The importance of prayer 


An international congress of those responsible in the local 
Church for the promotion of vocations to the priesthood and 
Religious lifé was held in Rome two years ago. Recently, a 
document representing the findings of the congress reached all 
diocesan bishops. It is entitled Developments of Pastoral Care for 
Vocations in the Local Churches; Experiences of the Past and Programs for 
the Future...”’ 


Emphasis is placed in the document on the importance of 
prayer in the family and parish and it ‘‘addresses a loud call to 
communities, to individuals, to consecrated people and in 

_particular to communities of contemplative life that they pray 
ceaselessly for vocations.’’ It is recognized that a large number of 
vocations are coming from among members of prayer-groups in 
parishes, schools and universities. 


The document challenges us ‘‘to realize that vocations to the 
ordained ministries are a gift for the Church, for each diocese 
and parish, for each family and community. The understanding 
of the evangelical counsels and lifelong consecration must be 
reawakened among priests and young people.”’ 


It is also interesting to read how much the seminaries and 
religious houses of formation can and should do in the promotion 
and, what is termed, the ‘‘accompaniment’’ (rather than 
“fostering’’) of vocations. “‘No one is more suitable to 
evangelize the young than the young themselves. The young 
students preparing themselves for the priesthood and the young 
men and women on the path of missionary and Religious 
formation, both as individuals and in community, are the prime 
and direct apostles and witnesses of the vocation in the midst of 
other young people.”’ 


Within the framework of the whole Church community the 
document proposes with clarity the values of ordained ministries, 
the consecrated life and missionary dedication. The duty of 
parents, teachers, Sisters, Brothers and priests is delicate and 
serious. 


The document expresses the hope ‘‘that all members of the 
Church know well the teachings of the Church on the Christian 
vocation and on specific vocations...and will be competent to 
guide the young in their discernment.”’

-There’s power in the spoken word 


It is astonishing, when you really think about it, the 
great power we invest in the pronouncing of certain 
words, slogans or formulae. We state or “‘pronounce’’ 
something and to all intents and purposes, it becomes 
fact. 


A minister or justice of the peace pronounces a couple 
man and wife and they are man and wife before the 
world. A jury pronounces a person guilty or not and that 
person’s culpability or innocence becomes an irrefutable 
fact, at least as far as public record is concerned. 


IN THE CHURCH we pronounce ‘‘anathema’’ those 
we intend to excommunicate, and so it goes on. 
Commitments must be pronounced, divorces 
pronounced, reconciliation pronounced, before they 
stand as valid and accepted fact to the world. 


The ancient Jews understood the power of the spoken 
word. ‘‘Let there be light — and there was light,’’ they 
wrote, explaining the effectiveness of the Word of God. 
Jesus was imbued with all the power and wonder of God 
when they called Him the Word of God, so that His truth 
was God’s truth. 

In the Gospels, the prayers of Jesus Himself accentuate 
the instant power of the spoken word. ‘‘Arise and walk.”’ 
‘‘Be healed,’’ and, over and over again, ‘‘Amen, amen I 
say to you.’’ According to St. John, Jesus used this phrase 
23 times in his recorded discourses. Matthew inserts it 27 
times. Obviously it must have implied an importance 
greater than the mere calling of attention.

_ FAR FROM being the simple agreement that our own 
common translation of ‘‘so be it’’ implies, the Hebrew 
use of ‘‘amen’’ denoted a certainty. It was the 
proclamation of a fact, a truth. Amen is a word that 
commits. When Jesus uses it He is emphasizing that His 
words are true — that they are, in effect, the Word of 
God. 


Some Christians-see the ‘‘amen’’ as a word of 
command bringing into effect the aim of the prayer in the 
sense of ‘‘let it be done.’’ Then, when it follows a prayer 
uttered in the name of Jesus, it goes forth with all the 
authority and efficacy of Christ Himself. 


When we use ‘‘amen’’ to conclude our prayer or in the 
acclamation of the Mass, we unite ourselves with Christ 
and express our confidence in the validity and 
effectiveness of our prayer. In the response to the 
doxology in the celebration of the Eucharist, our ‘‘amen’’ 
is not merely to be a pious affirmation that glory and 
honor is forever due the Father through Christ and in 
union with the Holy Spirit. It is intended as a profound 
and binding statement of commitment of ourselves, our 
lives, our work, to the greater glory of God. 


IT IS A power-charged word, capable of effecting 
change. It proclaims our relationship with God and the 
Holy Trinity and the whole essence of our faith. Father 
Xavier Leon-Dufour says that ‘‘if a man commits himself 
before God it is because he has confidence in His Word 
and entrusts himself to the power and goodness of that

What might legal bodies say in connection with the 
miraculous feeding of the multitudes? In these days of 
concern about health and sanitation, Jesus probably could 
not do it. Did anybody inspect the fish and bread 
beforehand? Were the hands of the Apostles, who 
distributed the bread, sanitary? Could Christ be charged 
with running an eating establishment without a proper 
license? 


WHEN JESUS threw the money-changers out of the 
temple, it could be said He might be guilty of infractions 
of the law. Did He not close down businesses without first 
having obtained judicial approval or legal permission? 
Was He not violating their civil rights? 


Even His followers could be accused of infractions of 
the law. The Apostle who hacked at the ear of the high 
priest’s servant in Gethsemane, could have been charged 


from Him. It is a prayer sure of being heard. ‘Amen’ is 
then a liturgical acclamation.” 


Isaiah gives the title “‘God-Amen’”’ to refer to the God 
of absolute truth and theologians speak of Christ as the 
‘‘amen of God,’’ the truth of God put into practice. By 
Him God fulfills His promises, but there is also another 
meaning to the word. Paul substitutes a Greek word for 
amen which is ‘‘Nai’’ and means ‘‘Yes.’’ So when we call 
Jesus the ‘‘Amen’’ of God we acknowledge that He is 
totally in accord with the Father, that He is incapable of 
“‘No”’ in response to Him. 


Each time we say ‘‘Amen’’ then, we are saying ‘‘Yes”’ 
to God. We are renewing commitment and uniting 
ourselves wholly with His will. Obviously this little word 
we employ so thoughtlessly and hastily is not something to 
be taken lightly. If we say it, it has to mean something and 
something soul-shattering — or perhaps, self-shattering 
would be the better term. 


SINCE ‘‘AMEN”’’ not only proclaims unity with 
Christ and attests to the truth of what has been said but 
has the power to bring it into effect, it might be as well to 
hesitate before voicing it and think about what we are 
doing. 

Even the familiar sign of the cross, which we so often 
make absent-mindedly, takes on different impact when 
we consider the meaning of our ‘‘amen.’’ We need to 
think about all this, because we are called to be ‘‘amen’’ 
people and attest to the truth and faithfulness of Christ 
himself. 


for carrying a concealed weapon, or using it without 
proper provocation. 


Silly, yes. Yet in these days when so many want to go to 
court for all wrongs, real or imagined, we may be putting 
too much of a strain on our system. In our times almost 
everyone is busy asserting his rights, ‘‘guaranteed by the 
Constitution,’’ rights which were never even imagined by 
the framers of that document. Yet who speaks out about 
the obligations of such individuals, their responsibilities? 
Who will encourage mediation, forebearance in conflicts 
between persons? Who will hold individuals accountable 
for performance of duty? 


POSSIBLY THAT’S where the emphasis has to be for 
the next few years. There may not be time enough in a life 
to sue everybody. But always time exists for reasonable 
people in Christian charity to seek our amicable ways to 
work out some of the newer conflicts of everyday life. 
Without saying, ‘‘Sue me. I’ll sue you.’’ 


Homosexuality — Ill 


The first article in this series described the homosexual 
person as a woman or man who sustains a sexual 
attraction, predominantly but not exclusively to same-sex 
persons; and who wishes to sexually express deep feelings 
predominantly with persons of his or her own sex. 


We further noted that this manner of sexual actzvity may 
be performed by persons who are indeed homosexual; but 
it is also possible that persons who sustain a heterosexual 
condition perform such acts. 


IT MUST BE remembered that it is not the sexual act 
itself which characterizes a person (or the activity) as 
homosexual. Theoretically, any type of sexual act may be 
performed by either homosexual or heterosexual persons. 


The important point, then, is always to discern whether 
or not the person performing a given sexual activity 
sustains a homosexual condition. 

The image of homosexuals is a point of major emphasis 
today. For example, such groups as the New York-based 
National Gay Task Force and the Los Angeles-based Gay 
Media Task Force are expending major efforts to raise 
our consciousness about ‘gays.’ 


THE CONCERN in these groups, of course, is to 
present an image of normalcy; homosexuals are as normal 
as heterosexuals, and sometimes even more so: 

Consequently, they should be wholeheartedly 
welcomed; e.g., in housing, in employment, in fair media 
coverage, in teaching. 


Certainly these efforts have created a general consensus 
that stereotyping the homosexual person is a deception 
and a dis-service. 


THE IMAGE of homosexuals is likewise addressed by 
such groups as Save our Children and Moral Majority. 


These groups usually target the homosexual person as 
perverted and a danger to society at all levels. Ridicule is 
often a slogan here: e.g., one of Falwell’s favorite lines is, 
“Tt was Adam and Eve in the Garden of Eden, not Adam 
and Steve.”’ 


What might we learn from this concern about image? 


e Extremes are false and lead to misrepresentation. 
All homosexual people are not the same. 

We must grow in some degree of tolerance for those 
people who authentically sustain a homosexual condition; 

e¢ The homosexual communities must also be 
conscious of false representation. Not all homosexual 
people are “‘gay,’’ or well-balanced or humanly free. 


YOUNG PEOPLE especially must not be led into a 
homosexual society simply because they are interested or 
experimenting or curious or naive. 

Honesty on all sides is an essential here. 

Morally, we must all remember that God’s will is never 
arbitrary; it does not sweep across our being without 
appealing to our freedom. 


WE, TOO, then, must always respect individual 
freedom and not coerce persons into identities that are 
false and premature and inauthentic. 


The Roman Catholic Church in her teachings shows 
unbounded respect for the person of the homosexual, that 
homosexual people should not suffer from prejudice and 
should be provided with a special degree of pastoral care. 


In Catholic teaching, however, the homosexual person 
must not engage in homosexual activity. 


THIS IS the root of teaching which causes dissension 
for many; but likewise demands the ‘‘special degree of 
pastoral care’’ for those men and women who are 
authentically attempting to live this specific manner of 
chastity. 


Why does the Church affirm this teaching as 
normative? 


The major reason is that it has been and remains the 
Church’s conviction that sexual expression of 
interpersonal love structured within the man-woman 
relationship of covenanted marriage, offers the best 
chance for growth and humanization. 


THE CHURCH thus invites all men and women to 
reach for this normative ideal in the interests of their own 
well-being (this is why the call to authentic celibacy in the 
Church must be so sensitively discerned and cared for).

CHULA VISTA — Catholics should 
be proud of being different, and should 
develop a counter-culture that supports 
Catholic sexual values, Sister Rosalie 
Curran said recently at St. Rose of Lima 
parish hall.

Seminarians, ordinations 


are up sharply in Poland

ROME (NC) — The number of Polish 
seminarians has increased nearly 25 
percent in the past three years and 
ordinations to the priesthood are up more 
than. 30 percent in the same period, 
according to statistics released by the 
Polish bishops. 


The figures, compiled by the Polish 
bishops, were made public by the Polish 
bishops’ office in Rome. 


THE statistics compared total number 
of seminarians and ordinands from the 
end of 1979 and the end of 1982, without 
giving figures for the intervening years. 

At the end of 1982, there were 7,225 
major seminarians in Poland, a 23 
percent increase from the 5,845 total at 
the end of 1979. Of the 1982 seminarian 
figures, 5,018 were studying for Polish 
dioceses and 2,207 for Religious orders. 


According to the statistics there were 
571 mew diocesan priests and 204 
Religious priests ordained in 1982. The 
total figure shows a 31 percent increase 
from the 407 diocesan priests ordained 
and 182 Religious priests ordained in 
1979: 


THE Archdiocese of Cracow, headed 
by Pope John Paul II until his election to 
the papacy in 1978, had the largest 
number of major seminarians (358) and 
of newly ordained priests (47). 


Among Religious congregations, the 
Franciscans were the leaders with 374 
major seminarians and 36 new ordinands. 


sacred,’’ she said. 


Sex education ‘‘should be done as 
easily and naturally as you can,’’ she 
said. Uneasy parents should study and get 
all the terms straight. The parent best 
suited to a nonchalant delivery of the 
topic should rehearse; she suggested 
saying it aloud while vacuuming or by 
telling their spouse what they’ll say. The 
spouse could critique the manner and 
attitude of his partner. 


‘““ONCE, IN any way, you show you 
are uncomfortable with the topic, the 
child will not come back to you,’’ she 
said. Willingness to talk unabashedly 
about sex ‘‘is about your best way of 
keeping your channel of communication 
open and shows that you recognize (the 
children) are growing up,’’ she said. 


If parents feel they struck out on their 
initial attempts at sex education and 
worry that ‘‘the channel is closed,’’ Sister 
suggested taking an adult topic, like 
abortion or contraception, and talking 
with them about it. 


Sex education is the privilege and 
responsibility of parents, but it isn’t 
always seen that way. Only 25 percent of 
her college students said they were told 
about sex by their parents. 


““NO SEX education does not mean 
your child isn’t being sex educated. Look 
at your t.v. They can get it there,’’ she 
said. One woman told Sister Rosalie that 
she was ironing and watching a soap 
opera one day when her daughter came 
home from school. The daughter asked 
‘‘Who’s the daddy today?’’ The woman 
was shocked to realize’that such a young 
child had picked up the messages of the 
program. 


Sex education is best when it is 
gradual. ‘‘The idea that you sit down and 
have one big talk is not good,’’ Sister 
Rosalie said. Parents need not worry 
about telling children too much. ‘‘What 
they aren’t ready for they do not absorb,”’ 
she said. Ogee OTe ete 

Along with anatomy and physiology, 
‘‘you need to educate on self-concept,’’ 
she said. 


“YOU’RE REALLY talking about 
giving the gift of yourself to somebody 
you love.’’ If your child has a poor self- 
concept it will be evident in their 
relationships with the opposite sex. 

One way of boosting a young 
Catholic’s self-image is to set up a 
counter-culture in which chastity is 
accepted. ‘“‘Make them proud that they 
have a different sexual code. Be proud of 
being different. Be glad you have the 
Church behind you with its youth 
groups.”’ 


Parents should be prepared to compete 
with the Planned Parenthood philosophy 
that “‘Sex is fun. Sex is great. Everyone is 


doing it. You don’t have to worry about 


social responsibility because we’ll give 
you the pill and condoms.”’

POWAY — Teaching youth that ‘‘C”’ 
or ‘‘V”’ (for chastity and virginity) should 
not be the scarlet letters for a society 
where many lovers exchange herpes 
rather than rings, is the specialty of a local 
woman whose Saying No pamphlet has 
recently been published in Canada. 


Karen Posa, a member of St. Gabriel 
parish in Poway, was for 10 years a 
counselor in a pro-life office in the Los 
Angeles area. When clients came in for a 
free pregnancy test and discovered they 
weren’t pregnant, Mrs. Posa found 
herself thinking ‘‘Oh good. They’re not 
pregnant. I don’t have to do any more,”’ 
she said. 


SHE DECIDED she had to counsel 
them. ‘‘I knew contraception wasn’t the 
answer because it was just promoting 
sexual activity,’’ Mrs. Posa said. The 
receptivity of sexually active persons to 
the idea of sexual abstinence gave Mrs. 
Posa the courage to take her presentation 
out of the office. 


For three years in Los Angeles and 
Orange counties she gave talks on 
‘saying no’’ to eighth grade parochial 
school classes, youth groups, teen clubs 
and public and private high school 
classes. 


The Posas moved to Poway when 
Karen’s husband, Hugo, accepted a job 
transfer. It was in Poway that Mrs. Posa 
decided to try to reach more people by 
publishing her presentation. 


AT ST. GABRIEL parish she met 
Joanie Logue who shared her interest in 
young people; Logue illustrated the 
publication. Marketing the 30-page 
pamphlet was difficult ‘‘because it is so 
small and not particularly profitable,”’ 
Mrs. Posa said, but she- eventually 


contracted with Life Cycle Books out of 
Toronto, Ontario. Almost 2,000 copies of 
the 95-cent publication were sold before it 
went to press in December.

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Pope asks clemency for 
those sentenced to die

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John 
Paul II has asked clemency for inmates 


sentenced to death, especially political - 


prisoners. 


‘You can understand...why, in its 
humanitarian concern, the Holy See is 
prompted to recommend clemency and 
mercy for those condemned to death, 
especially those who have been 
condemned for political motives,’’ said 
the pope Jan. 15 in his traditional 
beginning-of-the-year message to 
diplomats accredited to the Vatican. 

THIS WAS the only reference to 
capital punishment made by the pope in 
his 4,000-word speech in French. The 
pope told diplomats from 105 nations that 
dialogue is ‘‘the only road to peace’’ and 
commented on world trouble spots such 
as Lebanon, Central America, 
Afghanistan, Northern Ireland and Iran 
and Iraq. 


Father Romeo Panciroli, Vatican Press 
Office director, said the reference to 
capital punishment was the-first time that 
Pope John Paul has spoken against the 
death penalty, although several popes in 
the past, particularly Pope Paul VI, had 
asked clemency for individuals 
condemned. 


The pope did not morally condemn 
capital punishment but his remarks 
reaffirmed Vatican opposition to the 
application of the death penalty. 


IN 1980 Pope John Paul, speaking to 
the European Court of the Rights of 
Man, quoted the second article of the 
European Convention of Human Rights, 
which says: ‘“The right of every person to 
life is protected by the law. Death cannot 
be inflicted on anyone intentionally, 
execpt in execution of a capital sentence 
pronounced by a tribunal in a case in 
which the crime is punished by that 
penalty of the law.’’ He made no 
comment on the article. 


Earlier in 1980, a leading papal 
diplomat, Archbishop Igino Cardinale, 
told a meeting of European ministers of 
justice: ‘“‘If up to now, the common 
doctrine of the Church has not 
condemned the principle of the- death 
penalty, insofar as it is not a matter of 
dogma, theological studies are 
nevertheless actually being carried out to 
take a revision of that position into 
consideration.”’ 


“The fact that a condemnation of the 
principle has not been formulated up to 
now does not take away any of the 
urgency of working to abolish, in

issued a longer statement which did not 
totally condemn the death penalty.

The pope told the diplomats, ‘The 
Church feels a particular need to make 
itself, as much as it can, the good 
Samaritan of those who are left for dead 
along the wayside of history.’’

THERE IS a “‘great simplification’ in the new Code 
where Religious are concerned, said Father Hill. Not only 
is there no distinction between male and female Religious 
(except for men in Holy Orders), but a “‘great many 
decisions are left to the Religious institute itself. That 
doesn’t mean everything is, however,’’ he noted. 


‘‘The old distinction between Religious orders and 
congregations has been suppressed, along with the 
distinction between solemn and simple vows. They are 
now ‘public’ vows.’’ 


The new Code makes no distinction between 
transitional deacons (men going on to the priesthood) and 
permanent (mostly married) deacons, said Father Hill, 
and both are now seen as “‘ordinary’’ ministers of the 
Eucharist, baptism and marriage (the 1917 Code speaks 
only of (transitional) deacons, and limits them to 
“‘extraordinary’’ ministers when a priest is not available). 
Deacons who are celibate at the time of ordination will be 
required to remain so, but married deacons who become 
widowers will soon have the option of remarriage. 


A PASTORAL document in the main, the new Code 
still has teeth. The penalty of excommunication still 
remains, but the number of offenses punishable by 


excommunication has been reduced to six, said Father 
Hill. 


Included are ‘‘desecration’’ of the Holy Eucharist; 
violation of the seal of the confessional; a bishop who 
ordains another bishop without mandate from the Holy 
See, as well as the bishop who is illicitly ordained; persons 
guilty of homicide in the first degree (pre-meditated); 
persons who have, perform, procure, assist or in any way 
are guilty of “‘material cooperation’’ in the case of 
abortion; and anyone who physically attacks the pope.

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New Code due Tuesday; little impact seen 


One of the most controversial provisions in the draft, 
said Father Hill, is the relationship between bishops and 
Catholic colleges in the teaching of theology. Some 
scholars have raised the issue of ‘‘academic freedom”’ in 
the face of the Church’s magisterium. ‘‘We’ll have to wait « 
until we see the Code to find out how the pope has 
decided,’’ said Father Hill. 


ANOTHER AREA of concern for many canonists has 
been the reported scrapping, under the revised Code, of 
the American procedural norms now in use by diocesan 
marriage tribunals. This has allowed them to drop the 
mandatory review procedure for annulments at the next 
higher ecclesiastical court, and resulted in a ten-fold 
increase in the number of annulments granted over the 
past few years. 


Many critics, both here and in the Vatican, charged 
that the tribunals were getting so lax in granting 
annulments without just cause that they were, in effect, 
granting divorces, something the canonists vigorously 
denied. 


Anticipating that the norms will go, Father Hill said 
that in Northern California ‘‘we are gearing up for an 
inter-diocesan tribunal of the second instance, and it is 
anticipated that all it will add in the way of personnel 
would be one defender of the bond for that group. This 
will not notably delay a case if done well in the first 
instance.”’ 


FOR THE average Catholic however, who has already 
either coped with the changes brought about since the last 
council or grown up with them, the new Code will have 
little, if any, immediate impact, said Father Hill. 

The future is a matter of speculation, he added. When 
it comes to doctrine, there is ‘‘no way that the law could 
— or should — get ahead of the theology.”’

In its 1973 decision, the court ruled against the 
constitutionality of state laws which restricted a woman’s 
alleged ‘‘right to privacy’? and compounded its error by 
declaring that a fetus is not legally a human person and 
therefore is not protected by the Constitution. 


“SAS A RESULT of these disastrous decisions, which 
have had a revolutionary effect on the legal system of our 
country, the lives of more than 15 million human beings 
have been destroyed,’’ said the cardinal. 


This is a statistic which we cannot camouflage with 
positive-sounding phrases, such as ‘pro-choice’ or 
‘termination of pregnancies’ or ‘reproductive 
freedom,’ ’’ said Cardinal Cooke. ‘‘It is a devastating 
loss of human life and we must do everything in our 
power to bring it to an end.”’ 


In Minneapolis, Archbishop John R. Roach, president 
of the National Conference of Catholic Bishops, while 
mourning the deaths of millions of unborn, aborted 
children, said, ‘‘I grieve even more for the damage done 
to our conscience as a nation,’’ and called the 1.5 million 
abortions done each year since 1973 ‘‘symptoms of a kind 
of disease of the national spirit.’’ 


REJECTING ARGUMENTS used a decade ago by 
the Supreme Court, Archbishop Roach said: ‘‘Some 
called: legalized abortion a way to enable physicians to 
practice ‘good medicine’ without the interference of the 
law and a solution to teen-age pregnancy, maternal 
mortality, child abuse and a host of other problems.”’ 


‘‘But the predicted benefits have not materialized,’’ he 


‘said. ‘‘Child abuse, teen pregnancy and even teen suicide 


have risen sharply; the rate of decrease of maternal 
mortality remains unchanged; illegal abortions continue 
to cause women’s deaths, while legal abortions take their 
own toll on women and children alike; and the law 
interferes with physicians’ rights by punishing them for 
not advising women of the availability of abortion.’’ 


Legalized abortion has. raised related anti-life 
possibilities, noted the archbishop: “‘We now find 
ourselves seriously discussing the pros and cons of such 
questions as infanticide, active euthanasia and the 
involvement of physicians in carrying out the death 
penalty. Those who would celebrate such a national 
disaster can only have blinded themselves to its 
consequences.”’ 

THAT NO pro-life constitutional amendment has 
passed Congress, and that it has not even meaningfully 
debated the issue, said Archbishop Roach, ‘‘reflects a real 
abdication of responsibility on the part of our elected . 


* officials. I pray that it will soon be remedied.”’ 


In a related issue last week in the nation’s capital, 
Richard S. Schweiker, outgoing Secretary of Health and 
Human Services, said the Reagan administration plans to 
go ahead with new federal regulations requiring parental 
notification when girls under 18 receive prescription 
contraceptives from federally funded clinics. 


This revived a debate between pro-life and family 
planning groups. The U.S. Catholic Conference, public 
policy arm of the U.S. bishops, supports the ruling, but 
Planned Parenthood, which receives public funds for 
many of its clinics, has filed suit to block the new 
regulations. 


PRESIDENT REAGAN has nominated as 
Schweiker’s successor Margaret Heckler, 51, a Catholic 
and former congresswoman from Massachusetts, who had 
a ‘near 100 percent pro-life voting record’’ during her 16 
years on Capitol Hill, according to the National Right to 
Life Committee. 


Mrs. Heckler’s nomination needs Senate approval. 
Reportedly opposed to a constitutional amendment on 
abortion, she was opposed in her re-election bid last 
November in Massachusetts by the National Women’s 
Political Caucus despite her support for the Equal Rights 
Amendment and helped found the Congressional Caucus 
for Women’s Issues. 


The Jan. 22 anniversary of the Supreme Court decision 
will be marked by a number of pro-life marches and 
observances throughout the country, which will all 
coincide with the annual March for Life in Washington, 
D.C. 


BUT IN San Francisco, the Board of Supervisors voted 
6-5 to have an alternative ‘‘Women’s Reproductive 
Freedom Day’’ observance in the city. Supervisor Nancy 
Walker called it ‘‘a laudable thing to do because women 
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in this country are on the verge of losing the right to 
choose.”’ 


Supervisor Lee Dolson, who voted against the 
measure, said, ‘‘Let’s call this what it is. It’s abortion.”’ 
The archdiocesan newspaper, The Monitor, commented: 
“« ‘Reproductive Freedom’? No. It’s abortion. Abortion 
is murder. ‘Celebrate’? Indeed!”’ 


Some theologians have pointed out that people tend to 
confuse what is legal with what is moral. Jesuit Father 
John Connery, professor of theology at Loyola 
University, Chicago, commenting on the aftermath of the 
Supreme Court’s 1973 decision said: 


“‘THE DRAMATIC increase in the number of 
abortions indicates that the law seems to be their norm of 
morality, and if the law allows it they accept it. The 
increase (in the number of abortions since 1973) is so

Whether most Americans actually support a 
constitutional amendment protecting the rights of the 
unborn depends upon who is asked and how the question 
is put, public opinion polls have shown. ‘There appeared 
to be enough votes in the Senate last year to narrowly pass 
such an amendment, but there weren’t enough to turn off 
a determined minority filibuster, and it never reached the 
floor for consideration. 


To ‘‘pro-choice’’ advocates, the question is clear: one 
religious group has no right to invade the privacy of 
another and impose its own moral values, and there is no 
way morality can even be legislated. Catholic teaching on 
abortion is clear and unequivocal; Jews and Protestants 
are divided on the subject, although many more are 
opposed to it as a matter of individual conscience but 
would oppose legislation restricting that choice for others. 


THOUGH CHILDREN continue to die while the 
abortion debate goes on, the credibility, not only of 
American society, but also of the medical profession itself, 


‘is at stake. In theory sworn to uphold life, some doctors 


will take it; generally opposed to the use of lethal 
injections as a ‘‘humane means’’ of legal execution in our 
prisons, there are those who practice saline abortion by 
the injection of a salt solution, which literally burns a 
baby to death. : 


In his New Year’s message asking all Catholics to 
‘proclaim the supreme dignity of all life, and to demand 
that society itself give it its protection,’’ Bishop Maher 
made a special appeal to the Catholic doctors in the 
diocese: 


““By profession and solemn oath you are committed to 
the care and preservation of life...human beings are 
created in God’s image and are destined to find their 
fulfillment in Him. He alone is the Lord of Life. I 
encourage you, therefore, to witness heroically to the 
value of every human life. Do not betray the honor of 
your-profession nor the ethical principles of your faith by 
making abortion referrals. Be no party to this heinous 
sin.’ 


Ex-ambassador sues Missing book, film 


WASHINGTON (NC) — The former U.S. 
ambassador to Chile, Nathaniel Davis, and two ex- 
embassy aides, saying that the film Missing and the book 
on which it was based portray them as involved in the 


-death*of an American free-lance writer, have sued the 


filmmakers and publishers for libel. 


The $150 million libel suit, which was filed i in federal 
court in Washington, said statements in the film Missing 
and the book on which it was based, The Execution of 
Charles Horman: An American Sacrifice, are ‘‘false, 
unfair, inaccurate and defamatory.”’ 


CHARLES HORMAN disappeared following the 
1973 right-wing coup that overthrew Chilean President 
Salvador Allende, allegedly because Horman had 
knowledge of covert American assistance to the plotters of 
the coup. A body with fingerprints matching Horman’s 
was found about a month after he disappeared. 


Missing tells the story of a character, based on 
Horman, who was slain by the new Chilean junta, 
allegedly with U.S. embassy involvement or approval, in 
order to silence him. 


Allegations of complicity by the embassy and a cover- 
up designed to prevent Horman’s father from learning 
the truth about his son’s death have been denied by Davis 
and the two men who joined in filing the suit, former U.S. 
consul Frederick D. Purdy and retired Navy Capt. Ray 
E. Davis, former head of the U.S. Military Group in 
Santiago, Chile. 


THE U.S. STATE Department defended Nathaniel 
Davis when Missing was released in early 1982, calling 
department efforts to locate Horman ‘‘intensive and 
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comprehensive.”’ 


The State Department said investigators found ‘‘no 
evidence of any involvement by any United States 
government pessonneks in the disappearance and death of 
Charles Horman.’ 


Named as defendants in the libel suit were Missing 
director Constantin Costa-Gavras; Universal City 
Studios Inc. and its corporate parent, MCA Inc.; author 
Thomas Hauser; Harcourt Brace Jovanovich Inc.; 
publishers of the hard-cover book, and the Hearst Corp., 
whose Avon Books division published the paperback 
under the title Missing. 


A U.S. CATHOLIC Conference Department of 
Communication review called the film Missing a 
“‘powerful drama’’ that is ‘‘as intelligent as it is 
passionate.’’ USCC reviewer Michael Gallagher said, ‘‘I 
recommend it highly.’’. The movie stars Jack Lemmon 
and Sissy Spacek and was given’ an A-II rating 
(adolescents and adults) by the USCC. 


Many Catholics and others opposed to U.S. support for 
the government in El Salvador saw in the film close 
parallels with the murder there of four American women 
missionaries in 1980; the film’s credibility will be tested 
by the libel suit.

According to a recent article in Catholic 
New York by Laurel Nelson-Rowe, the 
big thing in dress for teen-agers in 
Catholic schools in New York City is 
preppie attire or its ‘‘total opposite.’’ 
Miss Nelson-Rowe’s informants, drawn 
from both teachers and_ students, 
described the preppie look as ‘‘dressy, 
classic style from tortoise shell hair bands 
to penny loafers’? and as ‘‘bringing to 
mind brand names like Bass, Izod- 
Lacoste, L.L. Bean and Dean Fairisles.’’ 


No need to worry about dress codes any 
more. The boys at one Catholic high 
school now ‘‘outdo themselves with three- 
piece suits, corduroy or wool herringbone 
sport jackets with suede-patched elbows.”’ 


AS TO THE ‘“‘total opposite’ of 
preppie, that, Miss Nelson-Rowe was 
told, was a ‘‘combination of disco and 
punk styles,’’ with ‘“‘not too much on,’’ a 
category that would include high-heeled 
shoes and ‘‘tight black pants’’ and mini- 
skirts and boots. 


You can still wear a tee shirt and jeans 
if you want to, but your tee shirt ‘‘must”’ 
have your. favorite rock group 
‘“emblazoned’’ across the front. 


Male hair length? As with dress codes, 
the days of strife are o’er. ‘“Their hair is 
very neat these days,’’ says a Brother- 
principal with a ‘‘note of relief.’’ ‘‘It’s 
clear,’’ he goes on to say, “‘that some of 
them are spending a great deal of money 
to have it styled.”’ 


FOR THESE teen-agers music means 
rock, ‘‘piped in, of course’? — of course 
a ‘‘through Walkman-type 
appendages.’’ Which appendages, if I’m 
not mistaken, begin to retail in the area of 
$100. 


Now I’m too daunted by all the articles 
I’ve read telling me how rock brings you 
closer to God to say anything. critical 
about it. But if I, God forbid, were to 
knock rock, I could hardly do so more 
cogently than did Allan Bloom recently in 


the National Review (‘‘Our Listless 
Universities,’’). 

Bloom charges that rock’s success has 
been the result of ‘‘an amazing 
cooperation among lust, art and 
commercial shrewdness. Without parents 
realizing it, their children were liberated 
from them. The most powerful formative 
influence on children between 12 and 18 
is not the school, not the Church, not the 
home, but rock music and all that goes 
with it. The children have as their heroes 
banal, drug- and sex-ridden guttersnipes 
who foment rebellion not only against 
parents but against all noble sentiments. 
This is the emotional nourishment they 
ingest in these precious years.”’ 


BUT LET ME hasten on to an area in 
which I have more confidence: movies 
and television. 


First movies. As of December, these 
well-groomed, expensively dressed, rock- 
digging, Walkman-flourishing kids went 
for E.T., An Officer and a Gentleman and 
“any of the horror movies such as 
Halloween III or Poltergeist.’’ Now, 1 
hate to be stuffy, but aside from E. T., all 
of the films mentioned received an O, 
morally offensive classification from the 
U.S. Catholic Conference. 


Especially reprehensible was An Officer 
and a Gentleman, which, by general 
agreement among secular critics, laid on 
sex with an unusually heavy hand for a 
major studio release. Not only that, it was 
very violent, and in one sequence a hard- 
as-nails but heart-of-gold drill sergeant 
tells his charges that he intends to find out 
whether they have what it takes to drop 
napalm on a ‘‘mama-san’’ nursing her 
baby, terminology I don’t recall John 
Wayne ever using. (Of course the hero 


- did have a very neat haircut.) 


AS FOR television, ‘‘teen obsession 
with afternoon soap operas,’’ Miss 
Nelson-Rowe contends, ‘‘has not cooled 
in the least.’’ In the words of a nun- 
principal, ‘“‘They are addicted.’? The 
favorites are General Hospital, The 


TV: ’82 not a vintage year

Taking a less than critical look at what 
television offered viewers in the way of 
entertainment last year is The 4th Annual 
TV Guide Special: 1982 — the Year in 
Television, airing Monday, Jan. 24 on 


NBC. 


Locally, the program will be seen on 
KGTV, Channel 39 in San Diego, from 
9-11 p.m., PST. For the Imperial Valley, 
it will be shown on KYEL-TV, Yuma, 
Ariz., at 8 p.m., MST. 


THE PROCEEDINGS round all the 
bases from weekly series and specials to 
sports and news, as well as touching upon 
industry developments. The commentary 
of co-hosts Michael Landon and Bryant 
Gumbel is breezy and superficial, mainly 
serving to keep the program clips and 
personality interviews moving along as 
painlessly as possible. 


At the outset, attention is drawn to the 
fact that viewing levels over the past year 
drifted significantly lower, a phenomenon 
that network researchers are still trying to 
explain. From what is shown of the year’s 
programming, however, it seems clear 
enough that for many viewers 1982 was 
anything but a vintage year in the history 
of the medium. The steamy melodrama 


of Dynasty is given more attention than 
any other series and TV specials, except 
for The Night of 100 Stars, were 


routine. 


ALTHOUGH TV Guide’s emphasis is 
decidedly on network entertainment 
broadcasts as measured by the ratings, 
PBS is represented by a clip from 
Brideshead Revisited and Operation 
Prime Time’s syndicated A Woman 
Called Golda receives praise for Ingrid 
Bergman’s performance. Like PBS, cable 
also is represented by a single clip, from 
the Entertainment Channel’s Sweeney 
Todd. 


The most substantive part of the 
program is a compilation showing 
television’s: view of the American family 
from I Remember Mama to Filthy Rich, 
from the first prime-time soap opera, 
Peyton Place, to Dallas and its clones. It 
concludes that TV today treats every kind 
of domestic relationship except the love 
and sharing that are at the heart of family 
life. 


The program provides an_ instant 
replay of the past year’s television, 
reporting on it as popular entertainment 
rather than attempting to interpret it as a 
cultural or social force. Mentioned in 
passing is the fact that some people object 
to TV’s treatment of sexuality, but there 
is no allusion to violence as posing any 
‘problems for viewers. 
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Guiding Light, Dynasty and Knots 
Landing. 


When Miss Nelson-Rowe concluded by 
asking her faculty informants what role 
they thought the Church played in the 
lives of their students, ‘‘the answers 


diverged from the non-committal’’ to the 


assertion of a Brother-principal that 
“most people are surprised by the 
amount of Church involvement of our 
boys.”’ : 


Well, I think it all depends upon how 
you look at it. If these boys and girls 
conform as avidly to a materialistic 
society as this ‘‘informal poll’’ implies, if 
they make rock the score for their life 
production, if they’re obsessed with soap 
opera, if. they go to morally offensive 
movies without being morally offended, 
then, yes, I think, we would be surprised 
if they were much involved in Church 
activities. 


IF, ON THE other hand, we consider 
that these particular young people are 
getting the benefit of extremely expensive 
Catholic educations — remember; now, 
we are not talking about kids rationed to a 
meager hour-a-week CCD program 
taught by volunteers, but children whose 
parents are paying dearly to give them the 
benefit of a total Catholic environment — 
then we should have no grounds for 
amazement if they do indeed give some 
signs that they are different from teen- 
agers who adhere to no _ religious 
tradition.
